TOKYO CAPTURED 

There are a dozen daily papers published in 
Tokyo. Only four of them were published on 
Wednesday. And not one of the four carried a 
line about the most important news of the day 
—most important locally and to the world at 
large. 

But it is hard to close all the avenues of 
communication in these days. Brief despatches 
reached foreign centres telling that the militar- 
ists had staged a coup in the Japanese capital, 
murdered the Premier and the veteran Fin- 
ance Minister, and seized power. 

In time the world will learn the particulars 

and know the outcome. What appears for the 
moment is that the war-makers have engineer- 
ed a successful “ramp”, ousted the moderates 
and taken charge. 
Naturally, they dropped the iron hand of 
censorship on the newspapers in the first act 
in the drama. Dictators always do that. They 
love to work in the dark. The public must not 
know what is being done until it has been done. 
Russia may not have to fight the Japanese 
yet a while. They may be busy fighting them- 
selves next summer, 


BUSINESS, PLEASE 
The city council toyed with the idea of a 
Wage tax and the idea of a sales tax on Tues- 
day evening; finally deciding to ask the legis- 
lature to consider removing some of the tax 
burden from real property and opening up new 
sources of civic revenue. 

If this means the wage tax proposal and the 
sales tax proposal have been pigeon-holed to a 
convenient season for making a wide and pains- 
taking survey of the whole taxation question, 
council was well advised, 

If it only means council hopes the legisla- 
ture will give it power to levy these imposts, 
off-hand, the aldermen are asking for permis- 
sion to play with dynamite. 

The city is not in financial trouble because 
parsimonious taxpayers have refused to hand 
over their spare cash. Nor because an unfair 
proportion of taxation has been imposed upon 


those who were courageous enough to buy 
homes and business property—which is the 
case. 


What council ought to be thinking about is 
not how it can wring more money out of hard- 
up residents of the city, nor how it can divide 
up the tax burden so it won't be felt—but how 
that burden can be reduced by relieving the 
taxpayers of impositions they should not be 
asked to bear. 

Refunding the city’s debt until interest rates 
bear a fair resemblance to taxpayer earnings— 
is the subject that should engage the earnest 
and unceasing attention of the council. And, 
meantime, why not strike a provisional tax rate 
and start to find out how much tax-money is 
likely to come in? 


THE PLACE OF THE CONSUMER 

If the reader would like to know what “cod- 
ing’ means to him, and what part he is sup- 
posed to play in the new regimented order of 
things, all he has to do is read and ponder the 
proposals set out in the Master Code, endorsed 
all but unanimously and with great enthus:asm 
by delegates of the Alberta Retail Merchants 
Association at their convention in the palatial 
dining room of the Macdonald hotel on Tues- 
day. 

Mr. A. C, Mackay, secretary af the Associa- 
tion, and chairman of the Advisory Committee 
which is tutoring the Government on the fine 
points of coding, acted as official explainer. His 
interpretations and predictions are to be taken 
as authoritative. 

1, The present Trade and Industries Act 
provides that 66 per cent of those engaged in 
any line of business must petition to have it 
placed under a code before action will be taken 

This clause is to be struck out, Coding will 
be done when and as the Government, or the 
Advisory Committee, may decide 

2. Each retail merchant will be required to 
take out a license. 

Any who refuse to take out licenses 
put out of business. 

8. A merchant must take out a license for 
each class of goods he carries. 

4. Each license will cost one dollar, 

But in addition there will be a fee for mem- 
bership in the Association, to provide for s\p- 
ervision and enforcement of the code regula- 
tions; $5 for a merchant who runs his store 
without help, $7.50 for the one employing five 
clerks or fewer, $10 for the one employing more 
than five,

There is no maximum price. A merchant 
selling for less than the minimem will be vio- 
lating the code and subject to penalty. But in 
the upward direction he is free to charge 
whatever he can get. 

6. Advertising is to be controlled, to the 
point of cutting out statements of comparative 


prices, and even statemerits that prices are 
lower than elsewhere. 
7. Mail order houses located outside the 


province are to be prevented selling inside the | 
province for less than the code minimum price. 
The Government undertaking to fight the mat- 
ter in the courts if necessary to establish its 
right to throttle inter-provincial trade. 

8 To the direct question, “Will the code 
allow us to meet mail order prices"—the reply 
was, “We won't go down to them; make them 
come up to us.” 

9. Delegates wanted to know if the code ad- 
ministrators would prevent new stores being 
started in opposition to them. The answer was, 
“Leave it to the Advisery Committee.” 

No consumer will have to strain his imagina- 
tion to find out who is elected to be the “goat” 
in this regimenting program. All he needs to 
do is reach for a looking-glass. 

His purchasing power is to be coded down. 
He will not be allowed to buy goods at less than 
the fixed price. But he may be made to pay as 
much more for them as the merchant can take 
out of him. He and his family will just have 
to get along with less food, clothing, house fur- | 
nishings and other necessities. 

The exchange value of his dollar is to be 
discounted, and he must pay the discount. All 
the expense of coding and enforcing codes is 
to be loaded onto him. He is to be made un- 
derwrite commercial incompetence, since it is 
the less capable merchant who most, needs that 
his competitor be prevented from selling cheap.

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The Passing Show , Causes Of Coughing 


By J. S. COWPER 

A reader of this column sends me a copy of 
the “Irish World” for February Ist, and suggests 
that I comment on an indecent column-length 
editorial, abusing the dead King George and de- 
riding the young Edward the Seventh. 

No doubt it is very shocking to normal- 
minded people, when a news- 
paper, published in New York 
for circulation in Ireland, and 
claiming the largest circula- 
tion of its kind, publishes a 
column of diatribe against a 
dead man whose offense was 
that he had been called to the 
British throne. 

The editorial 
thus:— 

“A little runt of a man 
who in the seventy years of

his existence never did a smart thing and 
was not permitted to do a foolish thing, except 
on that memorable occasion in France during 
the war when the horse on which the King 


rode, objecting to carrying a royal donkey, 
threw him off and rolled over on top of him, 
died the other day in England.” 


The rest of it is even more vile. But why soil 
our minds with it? When one has said that it is 
the product of a mind poisoned with hate, one 
has said all that is to be said. Were it not that 
Irish-American journalism has for generations 
been a racket, and that this sort of vileness is 
maintained for the money that can still be 
dragged out of it despite the fact that Ireland 
is now free, one might regard it merely as 
lunacy. 

My condolences to Archbishop MacHale. A 
very proper sentiment of his to the effect that 
“if you wish to have an honest press, you ought 
honestly to support it” is used dishonestly over 
the editorial to give the impression that the 
“Irish World” is honest, and that the archbishop 
approves its vicious sentiments. 


And now to a pleasanter topic. I spent an 
hour or two last Saturday morning in the bio- 
chemical laboratories of the University of Al- 
berta and in conversation with some of the pro- 
fessorial staff. It was a very pleasant interlude 
and I hope to pay more visits in the future. 

Every University ought to have a publicity 
agent to let the public know what return it gets 
for the university appropriations. No railway 
company would consider its organization com- 
plete without a publicity staff. Even commer- 
cial companies consider them a necessity. The 
most lucrative offer I ever received in my 
journalistic career was to handle publicity for 
a sugar refinery and a_ textile corporation. 
(Sometimes I regret my refusal). But none of 
these enterprises have as good a case for pub- 
licity as a university. 

How many pouliry farmers, for instance, 
see their flocks and their profits suffer from 
the development of porosis in their birds, and 
regard it as a visitation that can’t be helped. 
The birds as they grow, develop an enlargement 
of the leg joints. The knuckle swells till it forces 
its way out of the socket. Nature builds up a 
protective splint of cartilege to hold the joint 
together. While it keeps the leg from breaking 
down, the bird is handicapped in its feeding 
and general health by its stiffened joints. 

At the bio-chemical lab. I find that one of 
the professoriate, Miss Helen D, Milne, is well 
on the way to solve the problem, She has traced 
the cause of porosis down to an excess of phos- 
phorous in the usual feeds. Chicks born in the 
same hatching, and brought up under identical 
conditions are growing up in the University 
laboratories side by side in separated pens, One 
lot has a food in which the phosphorous is in 
organic form, the other lot has its phosphorous 
in inorganic form. There is reason for believing 
that the food with the inorganic phosphorous 
will avert the porosis condition that attends the 
feeding of food containing organic phosphorous. 
If anticipated success crowns the final experi- 
ments, one more problem will have been solved 
for the poultry farmer the world over. The 
nutritional expert comes to the aid of the 
farmer. 


Other of Miss Milne’s experimental work is 
on the relative vitamin A values of different 
fish oils, including pilchard oils from Vancouver 
Island. In an adjacent room furnished with 
electro-chemical equipment, Dr. McFarlane was 
at work on a new photographic method of de- 
termining Vitamin A contents. 

Vitamin A is as elusive as it is important. 
At present its quantity in a food is determined 
by measuring the Vitamin A taken from the 
liver of an animal that has been fed with the 
particular food. Dr. MacFarlane is at work on a 
method to show the Vitamin A content of a 
substance in the bands of an ultra-violet phcto- 
graph of its spectrum. Jf successful, it will give 
the bio-chemist an easy, accurate and humane 
method of measuring Vitamin A in a food. 

Of coluge I visited the rats and the guinea- 
pigs, helpless creatures that are wounded for 
our transgressions. To a man with a sentimental 
abhorrence of vivisection, it was reassuring to 
see that the dissections of these creatures take 
place under humane conditions, with an anaes- 
thesia cap. Conditions in the dissecting room are 
almost as spotless and complete as in a hospital 
for human beings. 

Out in the broadcasting room, Vernon Bar- 
ford was sending over the ether his Saturday 
morning lesson in music for the youngsters of 
Alberta, Two young women were making and 
coloring lantern slides to accompany lectures 
that were being sent out for presentation in 
the country.

Imagine your embarrassment if just at the 
most exciting moment in a moving picture, you 
feel a tickling in your throat and start out on a 
prolonged coughing spell. The worst of ii is 
that one good cough calls for another, and you 
keep on coughing until everyone is looking at 
you, If you belong to that. 
vast army of people who are 
embarrassed every winter by 
disturbing coughing spells, 
you will appreciate learning 
the causes of coughing. : 

The cough is nature’s way 
of getting rid of something 
that should not have been ad- 
mitted. If you will watch 
yourself next time you cough 
you will note that just be- 
fore the cough, you open 
your mouth and swallow a gulp of air. The 
extra air is used to give more force to the act 
of coughing. 

There are many different things which will 
make you cough. When you swallow food 
down your windpipe, you will cough heroic- 
ally to get it out. Once it is coughed up your 
distress is gone. Most coughs, however, are 
due to irritatimg mucus which generally collects 
in the bronchial tubes. As the secretion of 
Mucus accumulates, the nerves become excit- 
ed. The cough follows and the mucus is 
coughed out. 

Excessive smoking or inhaling irritating 
gases may also result in throat irritation and 
coughing. Another common cause is mouth 
breathing, as the air is not properly warmed 
when this method of breathing is permitted. 
When the air is breathed through the nose, it 
is warmed before it reaches the bronchial 
tubes. 

You may not be aware that gasiric irritation 
will sometimes cause coughing, but it seems 
that this may occur because of the fact that 
some of the nerves which supply the stomach 
also supply the bronchial passages and there- 
fore an irritation in the stomach may produce 
a reflex irritation in the air passages. 

Occasionally, the nervous patient may de- 
velop a habit cough, which is a quick, dry 
cough. In such cases, an effort should be made 
to overcome the habit of coughing. 

The first treatment for either an acute or 
chronic cough is the short fast on fruit juice. 
In many cases, the cough promptly subsides 
from the use of this measure alone. The type 
of cough which is most likely to be helped by 
the fasting regimen is the cough due to colds, 
bronchitis, influenza, and throat irritation. Nat- 
urally, if the cough is due to tuberculosis of the 
lungs, it can not be expected to disappear quick- 
ly. During the time the patient is on the fast 
it is important that at least one plain warm 
water enema be taken each day. 

Usually the best results will be secured in 
preventing a return of the cough, if the pati- 
ent makes some dietary changes following the 
fast. It is a good plan to eat more of the salad 
vegetables and also to use the cooked non- 
starchy vegetables in abundance. Starch and 
sugar should be omitted for a time and the 
avoidance of these foods will help to reduce 
mucus formation. 

Chronic coughs always have a_ systemic 
cause and you should find the cause and remove 
it. Very often, a great deal of relief will be 
obtained by going to a doctor having a deep 
therapy light and allowing him to bake the 
chest and upper back under the light 

One good rule to remember is this: when 
you have a cough, avoid chilling, and try to re- 
main comfortably warm at all times.

QUESTION: Mrs, Mary H. states: “My baby 
sucks his thumb continually. How can I break 
him of this habit?” 


ANSWER: Try using aluminum mittens 
which may be purchased from a surgical sup- 
ply store. If you do not wish to secure these, 
then make a wide cuff of heavy cardboard and 
fasten this around the child’s arm just before 
putting him in the crib to sleep. If he sucks 
his thumb only at night, the cuff may be omit- 
ted in the day time. Habitual thumb sucking 
will change the shape of the jaws and will in- 
terfere with the development of the teeth 

QUESTION: Mrs. K. R. requests: “Will you 
please give me the recipe for Sweet Potatoes on 
the Half Shell? You published this recipe some- 
time ago and I cut it out but then loaned it to 
a neighbor and she lost it. Would like to try it, 
if I can get the directions.” 

ANSWER: The recipe you request is as fol- 
lows: Wash the sweet potatoes well and bake. 
Cut them in two, scoop out the pulp from the 
skins; mix pulp wtih butter, salt and cream and 
stir in some chopped roasted pecans or almonds. 
Fill the shells with the mixture, brush with 
melted butter and brown in a hot oven

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Libel And The Freedom 
OF The Press 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Sir Thomas Edlyne Tomlins, of the Inner Temple, Knights and 
barrister-at-law, about A.D. 1830 published his Law Dictionary, 
reaching 4th edition in 1836, just one hundred years ago, explain- 
ing the (then) present rise and progress of the British Law. 


One of the ,subjects to which Sir Thomas gave particular 
attention was the Law of Libel, quoting Dr. Johnson. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson held the belief that the libel problem 
could never be solved, saying: “The danger of unbounded liberty 
of publication, and the danger of bounding it, have produced a 
problem in the science of government which human understand- 
ing seems unable to solve. If nothing may be published but what 
civil authority shall have previously approved, power must always 
be the standard of truth; if every dreamer of innovations may 
propagate his subjects, there can be no settlement; if every 
murmurer at government may diffuse discontent there can be 
ho peace; and if every sceptic in theology may teach his follies, 
there can be no religion.” 


With these explanations of the difficulties in the way of action, 
Dr, Johnson left time to work out the fate of society. 


In the reign of William III and Queen Mary the Freedom of 
the Press became an established fact by the abolition of the 
Licensing Act and censorship. It is a negative freedom; that is, 
a freedom to publish anything which is not libelous and which 
does not interfere with the course of justice. 


The courts attempted to hold the right of publication within 
tigid bounds; and hence brought into existence the technicalities 
as to privileged occasions and as to pleas of justification and fair 
comment, which make the newspaper business a lottery. 


In the matter of punishments also, the courts were unduly 
liberal in handing out penalties. A prisoner convicted of jibeling 
the Lord Chancellor Bacon, affirming that he had done injustice 
and other scandalous matter, was sentenced to pay one thousand 
pounds’ fine; to ride on a horse with his face to the tail from the 
Fleet to Westminster, with his fault written on his head; to ack- 
nowledge his offence in all the courts at Westminster; to stand 
in the pillory; and that one of his ears should be cut off at West- 
minster and the other at Cheapside; and that he should be impris- 
oned for life. 


Some time later it developed that the eminent Lord Chancellor 
had been very careless in his methods of getting money,—and he 
had to retire from office. This turned attention to the prisoner, 
and it was thought something should be done about giving him 
liberty and putting his ears back. On enquiry at the prison, the 
warden produced the proper number of prisoners called for by 
the records, but they all had ears. The only theory which gained 
popular attention was that the warden had from time to time got 
one more prisoner than the records called for; and used this extra 
as an account balancer whenever he got a profitable chance to 
engineer a release. However, the uproar caused an abatement in 
modes of punishment; and thereafter a conviction carried with it 
a fine, pillory, and a bond to keep the peace; with transportation 
for treasonable libel. Then came the Criminal Code with fine and 
imprisonment; and the old practice of committing for contempt, 
where the course of justice suffers interference was kept in use. 


As regards public usefulness the problem is just about where 
Dr. Johnson left it.

CHOWDER NOURISHING 
AS STEW 

Clam chowder is another nour- 
ishing dish that can be prepared in 
the home kitchen or purchased in 
cans. Fish chowders are almost a 
meal in themselves and compare 
favorably with meat stews in nour- 
ishment. 

Scallops will be liked in a clear 
broth, chowder or cream soup. 
Cooked in this way, they are suit- 
able for quite small children. 

Scallop broth is a delicately fla- 
vored soup which gains nourish- 
ment by the addition of milk. 
Cream of scallop soup is made @n- 
tirely with milk and is very nour- 
ishing. 

Shrimp stew is made from can- 
ned or freshly cooked shrimp. 

One pini scallops, 2 cups milk, 2 
tablespoons butter, 4% teaspoon salt, 
Ym teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon 
lemon juice, 1 cup water. 

Wash scallops and cut in small 
pieces. Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and let stand fifteen minutes. Add 
| water and bring to the boiling 
| point. Heat milk and add to scallop 
mixture. Add butter, salt and pep- 
}per and simmer just below the 
boiling point for fifteen minutes.

Opposition to the Master Code).

Providing features which have 
been advocated for several years, 
an amending bill to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, (Acci- 
dent Fund) which will be piloted 
through the legislature by Hon. J. 
W. Hugill, KC., attorney general, 
makes it possible for the Com- 


pensation Board to function | 


when there is only one member. 
The bill, which has been given 
first reading in the house, has just 
been printed. 
This is a group of six new bills 
which have just been made avail- 
able to members. 


OTHER BILLS 

Other new bills brought down 
are amending bills to the Public 
Utilities, Official Guardian, Coron- 
er’s, Minimum Wage and Domestic 
Animals Unorganized Territory 
Acts. 

Heretofore the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Board has had to sit with 
either two or three members. At 
present there are only two mem- 
bers, the chairman, Dr. Victor W. 
Wright and W. F. McNeill. James 
Kinney, the third commissioner, 
was superannuated at the end otf 
last November and no new appoint- 
ment has been made. 

As one of the commissioners 
must be out of the city a great deal 
of the time on compensation work, 
the amendment provides that one 
commissioner can sit. 

Another clause in the amending 
bill to the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act deals with power of the 
board to sub-classify and differen- 
tiate between different kinds of 
employment in the same class hav- 
ing regard to the extent of the 
hazards incidental thereto. 

Dealing with a long contentious 
matter the amending bill also gives 
discretionary powers to the board, 
to extend the period prescribed by 
the Act for reporting the occur- 
rence of hernia.

man, 


SIMPLIFIES ACT 


The amending bill to the Official 
Guardian Act requires the official 
guardian to act as the guardian of 
the estate only of an infant who is 
a ward of the court or pursuant to 
an order of the court. As the Act 
now stands he is required to act as 
the guardian of the person and es- 
tate of such infant. 

The amending bill to the Coron- 
er's Act deals with circumstances 
surrounding a death under which 
it must be reported to the coroner 
and the circumstances under which 
an inquest must be held, the object 
of the whole being to avoid holding 
unnecessary inquests, 

The sole object of the amending 
bill to the Minimum Wage Act is 
to clarify the definition of the word 
“minister” which in this case is the 
minister of public works. 

To the Domestic Animals Act 
there is an amendment which re- 
defines the expression “animal 
running at large” so as to include 
animals grazing on unfenced Jand 
without the consent of the person 
entitled to the immediate posses- 
sion of the land.

Revived Last Year by 
Bosuke Matsuoka

SHANGHAI, Feb, 27.—It was 
learned on reliable authority here 
that an ege-old Oriental organiza- 
tion known as the Showa was be- 
hind the coup in Tokyo. It said 
this organization had been revived 
last year as a Fascist, militaristic 
body by Bosuke Matsuoka. 


MORAL MOVEMENT 

Matsuoka, president of the South 
Manchurian Railway and formerly 
Japan's delegate to the League of 
Nations, said at the time he was 
reviving the Showa as “a moral, 
not a pelitical, movement.” 

One of its characteristics is ex- 
treme veneration of the Emperor. 


FORCE JN JAPAN 

The Showa has appeared from 
time to time as a force in Japanese 
affairs It held considerable poli- 
tical influence in the 18th century 
but went out of existence when 
Occidental influence began to 
penetrate the country. 

Matsuoka consistently has been 
a supporter of the militarist element 
in Japan. Outlining the policies 
of Ohe Showa, he said last year it 
would oppose capitalism and par- 
liamentarianism and would favor 
a corporate state with imperialistic 
aims. 


OCEAN ROUTES 
TEST FLIGHTS 


OTTAWA, Feb. 27.—Test flights 
over the various proposed routes 
for a north Atlantic air mail ser- 
vice will determine the bases to be 
establisned on this side of the At. 
lantic, a delegation from Sydney 
wes told Wednesday by officials of 
the post office department.

Public Credit) SINKSSLOWLY 


Are Involved 


Co'dwell Motion to Na- 
tionelize All Chartered 
Banks Defeated 

OTTAWA, Feb. 27.—A 
debt-retirement plan involv- 
ing the Bank of Canada and 
public credit was outlined to 
the House of Commons Wed- 
nesday by Walter A. Tucker, 
Liberal member for Rosthern, 
Sask. It involved converting 
Dominion, provincial, munici- 
pal and public corporate debt 
into non-interest-bearing se- 
curities over a period of 24 
years without cost to the trea- 


sury. 

The Rosthern member who has 
become one of the leading finan- 
cial reformers of the house in 
hig brief time here outlined his 
ideas during debate on a motion 
proposed by M. J. Coldwell (C. 
C.F., Rosetown-Biggar) to na- 
tionalize the Bank of Canada and 
all chartered banks. The motion 
was defeated without a recorded 
division. 

Finance Minister Dunning was 
outspoken in his opposition to 
nationelizing chartered banks al- 
though he said the government has 
been considering ownership and 
contro] of the Bank of Canada, He 
did not believe it would be in the 
best interests of Canada to take 
over the chartered institutions, in- 
volving as it would a managing 
board and wide-spread bureau- 
cracy, 


DUTY OF PARLIAMENT 

The duty of parliament, Mr, Dun- 
ning said, was to control but not 
operate business. He was opposed 
to bureaucracy and insisted parlia- 
ment cquld not manage a business 
without delegating authority to 
some board or other organization. 

The finance minister made no 
reference to the Tucker debt-retire- 
ment plan although he said he was 
“sitting at the feet of many gam- 

aliels” without hearing anything 
new, 

The Rosthern member and all 
Liberals who spoke favored na- 
tionalfzation of the Bank of Can- 
ada but opposed nationalization 
of the chartered institutions, Mr. 
Tucker wou!d leave them to joan 
depositers’ money. 

The basis of the Tucker plan was 
the theory chartered banks create 
credit against government bonds. 
He said they bought government 
bonds and then loaned against them 
to the extent of nine or 10 times 
their face value. 


DEPOSIT BONDS 

If the chartered banks could do 
that, why not the Bank of Canada? 
Mr. Tucker asked. He would have 
the Dominion deposit bonds with 
the bank and secure credit of §1,- 
000,000 a day, which would be equ 
to the increase in the public debt 
over a long period of years. 

This credit, which would be 
without interest or a nominal fig- 
ure of one per cent, would be used 
in lew bonds which ordinarily 
would be issued and interest Mr. 
Tucker figured the whole public 
debt could be converted to none 
interest securities in 24 years al- 
though the seme principal would be 
outstanding. 


ANNUAL INTEREST SAVING 

Based on present-day debt fig- 
ures, the annual saving in interest 
charges would be $370,000,000, Mr. 
Tucker said, Interest, he contend- 
ed, was “gnawing into the vitals of 
the nation,” and the Dominion was 
spending in interest 54 cents out of 
every dollar of taxation. 

“You won't ruin your country 
trying this out,” the Rosthern mem- 
ber advised the members. Even if 
it didn’t work advantageously, it 
was worth a trial and costly mis- 
takes had been made in the past, 
The last government used the pub- 
Ne credit to raise $35,000,000 and 
there was no dire result.

TO FASCISM 


Russia’s First Official Re- 
action to Tokyo Mil- 
tary Uprising 
By JOHN LLOYD

MOSCOW, Feb, 27~—In Soviet 
Russia's first official reaction to 
the Tokyo military uprising, the 
authoritative commentator Karl 
Radek today predicted the at-
